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CONTINENTAL LITERATURE. 
From the Literary Gazette. 


Doron bulbs and Flemish horses are, upon the whole, better known in 
this country than Dutch and Flemish letters. Our intercourse with the 
Low Countries has for long time been of a very material character—a 
cautious, money-making one, on both sides; but with this exception, 
that our great writers are better known and appreciated in Holland and 
Belgium than their great writers are known and appreciated by us. 
How this happens, it is hardly worth while inquiring deeply into here. 
It may be true that in whatever soil genius roots itself, it will be certain 
to manifest its existence sooner or later; and hence it may be inferred 
that there can be no crop of genius in these countries, since we have not 
heard of it. The inference is hardly correct. Genius, or a literature, 
sometimes requires to be popularised, to be dragged into notice with 
some expenditure of force and earnestness. It required some efforts to 
pularise our own Shakspeare, and Elizabethan dramatists; a German 
iterature existed, perhaps, some half century before it was known in 
this country. It is only lately, comparatively speaking, that we became 
aware of the existence of able poets, novelists, dramatists, and historians, 
in Sweden and Denmark. Powerful patronage, so to speak, brought 
German and Scandinavian literature into notice. Dutch and Flemish 
literature has not yet been quite so fortunate. Southey, indeed, patron- 
ised the poet Bilderdijk; but, on the whole, the latter was a rather un- 
promising specimen of Dutch genius. The language of the Netherlands, 
as it appears to the eye merely—its uncouth-looking combinations of 
vowels and consonants—may have deterred many from acquiring a 
knowledge of it, and thus of having the means of investigating its litera- 
ture. It is pity that such should be the case ; because, on the whole, it 
is easier to be learned than the German, has closer affinity to our own 
Anglo-Saxon, and in its grammatical construction is far less involved 
than the German, and indeed corresponds almost entirely with the Eng- 
lish in the structure of sentences. On philological grounds, the Dutch 
and Flemish languages (if indeed we are justified in speaking of them as 
ifthey were distinct languages) are more deserving of study than has yet 
been devoted to them; but they are more so on the higher grounds of 
ethnology. Neither the Dutch nor the Flemings have as yet produced 
a Gothe or a Schiller, but they have a literature which admits us into a 
knowledge of the genius of the people, into their inner life, into their 
ways of thinking and acting—a literature which, certainly rambling, 
not so intellectually high as the German, is as varied, and, taken as a 
whole, perhaps more wholesome in its tendencies. 
Of modern Dutch and Flemish writers we are best acquainted, perhaps, 
through translation, with Van Lennep and Hendrik Conscience. The 
first, besides novels, has published his poetical works in twelve volumes. 
Last year he produced ‘* The Lady of Wardenburg,” a dramatic work in 
two parts; and the continuation of his national work, “‘ Netherlands’ 
Fame”—biographies of those Netherlanders who distinguished themselves 
in various walks during the stadtholdership of the famous Frederick 
Hendrik, Hendrik Conscience added last year to his works of fiction 
the “Money Devil,” a picture of modern times: an amusing story, 
‘Mother Job ;” anda historical work, “Simon Turchi; or, the Italian in 
Antwerp” (1550) ; “ Historical Pictures of the Sixteenth Century.” Dutch 
literature finds its way so slowly into this country, that one is not quite 
in position to tell all that has been attempted and accomplished of late 
years; but it is ever a healthy sign when we find a people applying 
themselves heartily to the cultivation of their own language, investiga- 
ting their history and antiquities, and building up a literature upon a 
native foundation. Thus we find a new periodical added last year to 
the valuable literary periodicals which have long existed devoted to the 
diffusion of a knowledge of the language of the Netherlands, edited by 
Dr, A. de Jager and Dr. L. A.te Winkel. Meynne van de Cassteele has 
published an interesting collection of popular ballads—things which en- 
able us to form a judgment on the stuff a people are made of. Dr. G. 
D. J. Schotel contributed last year an excellent work on the old 
manners and customs of the Netherlands: and J. P. J. Harrebomée 
a collection of Dutch proverbs, idiomatic phrases, and wise saws, 
in the form of a dictionary, which have a value similar to that of ballads. 
Arend’s general history of the fatherland is being continued by Mr. O. 
Van Rees and Dr. Brill. It has now entered the fourth volume. A 
praiseworthy work is a biography of the distinguished men and women 
of Belgium, by Mr. C. F. A. Piron. Other works on general and local 
history, and on national antiquities, might be mentioned as having issued 
from the press of Holland and Belgium during the last twelve months. 
The historian of art will thank us for indicating to him a useful work— 
the lives and works of Dutch and Flemish painters, sculptors, engravers, 
and architects, from the earliest period down to the present day, by C. 
Kraam. It has advanced to a third volome in large octavo. We have 
been much entertained by a humorous little work, originally written in 
the Frisian dialect, by Waling Dijkstra, called the “Silver Belt.” It is 
a popular story laid in the last half of the eighteenth century, introduc- 
ing us to the acquaintance of Master Pabe Roukes, a shoemaker, the pa- 
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triots of Frankener, to a comical periwigmaker, who is bound up in the 
history of Wouter, a foundling, who came to the house of a respectable 
burgher packed in a wig-box. We have then the loves of Wouter and 
Tjamke ; and the whole story, which has great freshness and originality, 
winds up in a happy marriage. The author was induced to translate 
his tale from Frisian into Dutch, because, he tells us, Frisian is not un- 
derstood out of the province of Friesland, and there are few Frisians 
who can read their own dialect. There is much quiet, dry humor in the 
Dutch character, and they sketch themselves off with great fidelity. 
Every-day life among them has all the originality and verisimilitude in 
the Dutch book that it has in the Dutch painting—broad, farcical, lusty, 
and anon tidy, social, innocent, and rustic. We would instance among 
books of exact life portraiture one by N. A. Charante, entitled ‘ Photo- 
graphs of Small People Sketched for Big People,” where we have the 
errand-boy, the nurserymaid, the pupil-teacher, the spoiled child, and 
various young folks of various conditions of life, represented in their di- 
lemmas, trials, temptations, failures, successes, and ,as pursuing their 
sports, junketings, and sweet-heartings, in a very skilful and edifying 
manner. Really the big folks here can richly enjoy the little folks. And 
now, for the present, we take our leave of recent Dutch and Flemish 
literature. 

We have been able to glance only at a work which should be of some 
interest to us if it isasintelligently written as we believe it to be—“ Pic- 
tures of Old England,” by Rheinhold Paull, published at Gotha. The 
subjects, treated in a clearly-printed volume, are, “Canterbury and 
Saint-worship ;” “Monks and Mendicant Friars ;” “‘The Parliament of 
the Fourteenth Century ;” ‘The Hanse in London (the Steelyard) ;” 
“The Two Poets, Chaucer and Gower;” “Henry V. and King Sigis- 
mund;” “The Maid of Orleans;” “ Duke Humphrey of Gloucester ;” 
and, “ London in the Middle Ages.” A work of a different character, 
and evidencing great research and critical acumen, from the pen of E, 
Wilhelm Miller, will form an important contribution to the history of 
dogma. It is entitled, “‘ The History of Cosmology in the Greek Church 
to the time of Origen.” It is accompanied by a special inquiry into the 
system of the Gnostics. There is much hard reading here; but the 
style is clear, and so far will not present any difficulty to the student. 

The winter swallows begin to appear—we do not mean the roasted 
chestnuts facetiously so called by our Gallic neighbors—but the almanacs. 
As to the real bird, it had a cool reception when it first appeared among us, 
and, albeit the dog-days are barely over, we must fancy that it has al- 
ready taken flight to warmer climes and sunnier skies to console itself 
for a summer of inhospitalities. The ‘German Popular Calendar” has 
for many years taken the lead among continental ephemerides. For 
1861, it is edited by Gustav Nieritz,a great caterer of children’s books, 
and gives the usual amount of astronomical and genealogical informa- 
tion, with riddles, charades, tales, and historical curiosities. Most of 
the latter are indeed curiosities, and well selected. Here is one speci- 
men. In Erfurt, in 1369, there was a “ Paradise,” or at least there was 
a hostelry of that name. ‘ Now, the hostess was a very pretty woman, 
and many looked upon her with loving eyes, but no one could shake her 
allegiance to her husband. Among others who had ‘long cast burning 
glances towards her, was the Burggrave Albrecht of Kirchberg. He 
spread his nets in ‘ Paradise’ very often, but could never snare the pretty 
bird. The more he found his efforts baffled the stronger waxed his de- 
sires, and he determined on having the young wife at all hazards. He 
rode one day to Erfurt, and quartered in the ‘ Paradise,’ with the fixed 
determination that it should be his paradise before he left it. By what 
craft he brought the hostess into his chamber is not known, but he had 
taken his measures well; he had now no doubt that he would attain his 
end by fair means or foul. But his wickedness brought him evil reward. 
The host, who was not ignorant of the lust of his distinguished guest, 
suspected mischief by the long stay of his wife. He crept up the rude 
staircase, and heard the suppressed cries of his wife for assistance. The 
servants of the Burggrave, who sought to detain him, he knocked down 
with his powerful fist, and in an instant broke in the door of the apart- 
ment. Inthe greatest rage he advanced towards the table, seized the 
weapon that lay upon it, and ran the defenceless man through the body, 
who yielded up his unclean soul on the spot. With the aid of his ser- 
vants he dragged the naked corse before the tribunal, made loud his 
complaint, and demanded justice. The judge, without regard to the 
person and without reference to the fact that the life of the violater had 
already expiated his crime, pronounced sentence that his corpse should 
be carried out of the city and the head severed from the body. And 
this was done without objection at the same hour. Erfurt was powerful 
enough at this time to venture on such astep.” It is added that the rel 
atives of the Burggrave did not dare to take revenge. 

Last week there was a grand session of the French Institute, when 
the prize founded by Volney for philology, a gold medal, or the sum of 
1200 francs, was awarded to M. A. Hanoteau for his “ Essai de gram- 
maire de la langue tamachek, renfermant les principes du langage parlé 
par les Imouchar ou Touarog.” The title of the essay provoked some 
smiles, especially on the lips of the lady portion of the visitors, The 
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reporter, however, said, that “ it would be of undoubted utility, for it 
permits us to initiate ourselves in the language of a nation which may 
be a great help to France in her future relations with the Soudan.” : 
After the Volney prize was proclaimed, M. Hittori made the eulogium 
of our Charles Barry, ‘‘ whose most unique monument is le nouveau 
Westminster,” says a journalist with the usual French discernment. * Le 
nouveau Westminster” is about as good in its way as “Le divin Wil- 
liam.” M. Berger de Xivrey followed with a “‘ Memoire sur les relations 
littéraires de Cicéron et de César.” After having discoursed of the 
letters of Cicero, he mentioned one of their translators in the seventeenth 
century, who had the fancy to trick out all the familiars of the orator 
in French costume. Trebatius becomes Monsieur de Trébace ; Pomponi- 
us, Monsieur de Pomponne; Plancius, Monsieur de Plancy; Lucius and 
Caius Aurelius, sons of Lucius, become Lucie and Monsieur Caie les 
Aurelles, enfans de Monsieur Aurelle. Quintus Rex he makes Monsieur 
le Roy; and Balbus, the intimate of Casar, Monsieur le Bégue—seeking 
in French nouns the equivalent of the primitive signification of the 
Latin word become a noun proper. M. Berger de Xivrey did not state 
the name of this rare translator, though he tells us that “ otherwise he 
was a very estimable man.” 
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Satz or THE Burton Lrsrary.—This collection was sold at the auction 
rooms of J. Sabin & Co. commencing on Monday, Oct. 8, and lasting fifteen 
days. The attendance was generally good, and the bidding fair, though notin 
many cases what was expected, the whole proceeds being about $15,000. 
From a contemporary we take a list of titles, and prices of some of the works 
in the Shakspearean collection, in which the principal interest of the whole 
sale centred. The Post says: “We doubt if the first four folio editions of 
Shakespeare have ever before been sold at public sale in America—certainly 
not in any one collection ; and it is a source of regret that the prices realized 
were so low that the four folios, and several of the most valuable editions of 
Shakspeare besides were all purchased for the London market, where they 
will undoubtedly pay a large profit over the present investment. The first 
folio cost Mr. Burton, some ten years ago, about $250. The title-page, and 
first and last leaf were in fac-simile. But for these defects the book would 
have been cheap at $750, and would probably have realized very nearly this 
price. The entire amount of the evening’s sale was about $3,000, or an 
average of $4 10 per volume for 730 volumes. We quote the leading prices, 
both of the single plays and the collected editions: Stevens's Twenty Plays.

In this sparkling and entertaining romance, 
all the best traits of About’s style, his terseness, his wit, the felicitous touches 
by which he reveals a character in an epithet, or presents a scene in a few 
graphic words of description, are salient. The interest, too, is awakened and 
sustained with the skill of a dramatic artist; and the story abounds in pic- 
turesque incidents, which it might well task the genius of our Darleys and 
Hoppins to illustrate worthily. We will not mar any of the hunorous sur- 
prises of the story by acquainting the reader even partially with them in ad- 
vance, nor will we detract from his enjoyment by any attempt at an anal 
of the plot and the characters. Our American self-appreciation will find 
ample cause for complacency in the introduction of John Harris, one of the 
most important personages of the story, and intended as a type of those bold 
battlers with the world which our country sends forth. English exclusive- 
ness, as portrayed in the persons of Mrs. Simons and her brother, Mr. q 
is made so charmingly comic, that even the wounded party must laugh, al- 
though a London critic, piqued at the too vivid portraiture, dashes his liberal 
praises of the book as a whole with a rebuke of the-very “ hackneyed and 
exaggerated kind of wit” which the author is said to deal out to these charac- 
ters. If the success of wit lies in producing laughter, then M. About need 
not experience any misgivings as to the comic force of his neat and irresisti- 
ble representations. And let this, too, be added in his praise: he produces 
his effects by no sacrifice, not the least, of morality and good taste. He does 
not even skirmish on the disputed territory between the pure and the im- 

ure. When we laugh with him, we find that we have laughed only at what 
is deserving of our laughter or our scorn, Of the other characters of the 
book, that of the German student, who narrates the story, and the new and 
inimitable impersonation of Hadyi-Stavros himself, the King of the Mountains, 
are creations so rounded into reality and life, that, like Falstaff, they become 
familiars of the memory, and impress themselves upon it with the force and 
distinctness of actual beings whom we have encountered and known in the 
flesh. The seene of Zhe King of the Mountains is laid in modern Greece, in 
the vicinity of Athens. The author has studied wéfl his ground. Before 
making it the theatre of a comic romance, he examined it as a traveller, and 
in his La Gréce Contemporaine gave to the public one of the best and most 
readable accounts of the physical aspect and the present state of the country. 
The local descriptions in the romance are thus those of an eyewitness; and 
the vraisemblance of the narrative is greatly heightened by the evident truth- 
fulness of the accessory details of scenery and national characteristics.” 
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W. Gowans has got out “ Logic in Theology, and other Essays,” by Isaac 
Taylor, with a Sketch of the Life of the author, and a Catalogue of his Writ- 
ings.
